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TRAFFIC TROUBLES 
PUT UPON FENNING 
AT HOVE HEARING 


Coordination Is Declared 
Lacking; Hesse and 
Eldridge Lauded. 


The District’s traffic trouble was 
saddled on the shoulders of Com- 
missioner Fenning, at a meeting of 
the House District traffic subcom- 
mittee last night. 

George W. Offutt, of the Ameri- 
can Automobile association, charged 
that he was not enforcing a pro- 
vision of the police manual which 
provides that the traffic inspector 
shall have supervision over all traf- 
fic policemen. Instead they are 
spread over fourteen precincts, he 
said. 

“That's the trouble,’’ said Repre- 
sentative Zihlman, of the House 
District committee. “Now I want 
to know why the commissioner in 
charge of police can not bring about 
coordination of the forces under 
him. It is idle for us to legislate 
on the subject when the trouble lies 
there.”’ 

Representative Gasque, of South 
Carolina, and Chairman Stalker, of 
New York, of the subcommittee, 
agreed with him. 


Cooperation Is Lacking. 


Mr. Offutt said the city has a 
splendid chief of police and a splen- 
did traffic director. But by the very 
nature of things, he said, it is im- 
possible to get the proper inter- 
departmental cooperation. Mr. Zihl- 
man called attention to the fact 
that the police superintendent re- 
cently had made public figures to 
show that his police had made 4,000 
traffic arrests. . 

“That’s just it,’’ said Mr. Offutt. 
‘There are policemen’ sneaking 
around and hiding in an effort to 
catch traffic offenders. These men 
are trained to catch thieves and ] 
suppose that it ts the way to catch 
them.

OIL CITY FLOODED;

FOREIGN POWERS ASK 


~ PROHIBITION RESULTS 


| Neither Senate Nor House 
Hearings Expected to 


| Produce Action. 


By JOHN EDWIN NEVIN. 

A sharp difference of opinion, the 
second in less than two weeks, has 
developed between Secretary of the 
Treasury Andrew W. Mellon and 
his Assistant Secretary in charge 
of prohibition enforcement, Brig. 
Gen. Lincoln C. Andrews. 

The pressure for definite action 
to clear up the charges of the wets 
and the drys is becoming increas- 
ingly strong daily. It has ‘broken 
party lines on Capitol Hill. Now it 
seems to have broken harmony in 
the Treasury. Whether it will go 
farther remains to be seen. 

Gen. Andrews let it be Known 
yesterday that he believes-a broad, 
nonpartisan inquiry by an unbiased 
commission to be named oy the 
President to work along the same 
lines of the aircraft inquiry is high- 
ly desirable. Within a few hours 
this suggestion was sharply vetoed 
by the authority of Secretary Mel- 
lon himself. 

Value of Inquiry Doubted. 

The Secretary holds, it was ex- 
plained, that no good could be ex- 
pected to come out of any investi- 
gation, even by outstanding men of 
the type whose names have been 
suggested, because any conelusions 
they might possibly reach would be 
attacked by those entertaining op- 
posite views. The people, in the 
opinion of Mr. Mellon, believe they 
know exactly what conditions really 
are. It would be difficult to get any 
information not now in the posses- 
sion of every one. 

In other words, Secretary Mellon 
feels the people everywhere have 
their minds made up “either for or 
against’”’ and will refuse to agree 
to any other conclusion than they 
now entertain. 

So far as a congressional investi- 
gation is concerned, the Secretary 
believes that is a different thing 
because, after all, the Senate and 
House are charged under their 
oaths with legislating for the peo- 
ple at large and if they consider 
an inquiry on prohibition necessary 
so they can legislate, there is no 
reason why it should not be con- 
ducted. 


Foreign Nations Seek Data. 


Incidentally, it developed yester- 
day that it is not alone the people 
of the country who are asking addi- 
tional light on prohibition, but that 
Gen. Andrews has received many 
inquiries from foreign governments 
asking whether prohibition in real- 
ity prolvibits. The Assistant Secre- 


quests other than with official in- 
formation culled from the reports 
of his own aids. The genera] has 
indorsed the plan carried in the 
bill of Representative Celler, of New 
York, which is designed to author- 
ize President Coolidge to order the 
inquiry and select the commission, 
because he feels that is about the 
only way that unbiased facts can be 
made available for foreigners, as 
well as Americans. 

What effect the opposition of his 
chief will have on the proposal {is 
hard to say. It is well known that 
President Coolidge has not reveaJed 
his views. There was a general 
feeling in official circles yesterday 
that the President would stand op- 
posed to Gen. Andrews and with 
Secretary Mellon on this new pro- 
posal, just as he does on the sug- 
gestion that the United States buy 
up al] the medicinal whisky in this 
country and market it to prevent 
bootlegging. 


Andrews Backs Proposal. 


The suggestion for the survey 
carried the names of men like 
Charles E. Hughes, John W. Davis, 
and heads of universities like Yale, 
Harvard and Chicago. In assigning 
the reason why he felt that it is a 
real necessity, Gen. Andrews point- 
ed out that “it would take prohibi- 
tion out of the controversial politi- 
cal field.””

Great Wealth, Says Dr. 
E. T. Devine. 


In the United States, with its | 
great wealth and resources, there 
should be no poverty, misery or 
squalor, Dr. Edward T. Devine, 
sociologist, declared last night in 
the first of a series of five talks on 
social work in the ‘Red Cross wane: 
ing. 

Four hundred social workers. 
representing all the welfare 
agencies in Washington, attended 
the lecture, given under the aus- 
pices of the Washington Council of 
Social Agencies and the Monday 
Evening club. Dr. Devine told 
them his purpose was to get them 
to “think together’ on the various 
problems that confront them. He 
was introduced by Judge John Bar- 
ton Payne, chairman of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, 

“The business of the social work- 
er,’’ Dr. Devine. said, “is to deal | 
of human beings. There is nothing 
vague or abstract about the work. 
It should be the aim of the social 
worker to promote the happiness 
and well-being of those who are 
on the ‘margin of life,’ to take an 
interest in their earning capacity, 
education, environment and char- 
acter. 

‘eThe man of wealth-who has not 
worked to acquire his wealth, and 
who is doing nothing tod maintain 
it, is just as much of a parasite 
as the professional beggar. The 
day will come when both will be 
eliminated from society.” 

Dr. Devine will talk tonight on 
“Problems of Income.” Following 
his talk, an hour will be devoted 
to a discussion of social problems.

Supreme Court Annals 
Time Clause in Gift Tax 


(By Associated Press.) 

Two decisions were handed 
down by the Supreme court yester- 
day defining the rights of States 
in imposing inheritance taxes. 

In one case, from Wisconsin, 
court held that the fixing of 
arbitrary time as a basis for de- 
termining when gifts should be 
considered as having been made in 
expectation of death and subject to 
a State inheritance tax, was ob- 
noxious, and that the matter tb be 
determined for the purpose of such 
taxation must be the intent of the 
donor. Justices Holmes, Brandeis 
and Stone dissented from this 
opinion. 

In the other case, from North 
Carolina, the court decided that a 
State in which a non-resident com- 
pany has property can not tax the 
transfer of shares in it on a pro 
rata of the value of the property 
within its borders to the total prop- 
erty of the company. 

The Wisconsin case was brought 
by the executars of the estate of 
Ferdinand Schlesinger, and the 
Supreme court’s decision overthrew 
rulings by State courts sustaining 
a law which declares all gifts made 
within six years of the death of the 


donor are subject to an inheritance 
tax.

4 CHANCE TO ECONOMIZE. 
" There is a hint for the Washington heuse- 
wife in the monthly review of the live stock 
and meat situation just made public for Febru: 
ary by the Institute of Meat Packers. Febru- 
ary was an unsatisfactory month for the meat 
trade because of the sluggish demand. It 
woul@ seem also that the low price of corn 
which has prevailed threughout the eorn’ belt 
ever since last fall has reguited in unusually 
heavy feeding of hogs. The consequence has 
heen that the market was overstoeked with 
Tleavy cuts, which served to widen the price 
And 
right there is where the buyer may secure the 
advantage if he, or she, will but seize the op- 
portunity. 

The bulletin calls attention ta the fact that 
faney grades of bacon weighting frem 8 to 12 
pounds per slab are now selling at wholesale 
at prices 19 per cent lower than bacon of stmi- 
lar quality weighing from 4 to 6 poynds per 
slab. It is said that im the standard grades 
the difference is even greater, and that in these 
standard grades slabs weighing 12 to 16 pounds 
are wholesaling at prices 20 to 25 per cent 
under the lighter pieces of the same grade. If 
the purchaser of baeen, therefore, wtll buy 
half of one of the heavyweight slabs instead the

Farm organization leaders at aj 


conference last night completed 
plans for the long-heralded drive 
upon Congress for agricultural re- 
lief legislation. It is expected to be 
launched today with the. opening 
by the House agriculture commit- 
tee of hearings on a number of 
farm relief bills, including the Dick- 
inson surplus measure. 

Attending the meeting last night 
were Govs. John Hamill, of Iowa, 
and Carl Gunderson, of South Da- 
kota, members of both House and 
Senate, and a2 score of represent- 
atives of farm organizations in cen- 
tral and midwestern states. It was 
arranged by the executive commit- 
tee of 22 of the north central States 
agricultural conference, which has 
charge of the program adopted at 
the recent Des Moines conference. 

George N. Peek, chairman of the 
committee, in an opening address, 
asserted that if Congress should 
fail to pass farm relief legislation 
at its present session, ‘‘new alli- 
ances’’ could be expected to arise 
“out of the common economic in- 
terest of the South, West and Cen- 
tral agriculture States.” 

He reviewed at length conditions 
in agricultural communities and 
declared there ‘has been a pro- 
gressive decline in the economic 
position of agriculture since the 
close of the last century.”’ 

Farm forces are concentrated in 
Washington this week, he said, to 
seék legislation under which ‘‘the 
agricultural industry can control 
its surpluses in the interest of sta- 
bilizing domestic price.’’ 

“Impaired income due to the fact 
that for four postwar years it took 
nearly two units of our important 
farm food products to buy what one 
unit bought before the war,’’ he 
held, “‘is responsible for the redis- 
tribution of wealth away. from 
farms, of which there is alarming 
evidence.’’

sentina, who will hold it in turn 
is the latest formula advanced to- 
night as a partial solution of the 
crisis created by the demand for 
places on the council. The word 
‘partial’ is used advisedly, for it 
is recognized that the greatest 
danger in the crisis is found in Po. 
land’s demand for a permangnt 
seat. 

Telephone and telegraph mes- 
sages from the various capitals of 
Europe tonight, indicdted the seri- 
ous nature of the conflict now un- 
der way. The general belief ex- 
pressed in Geneva is that it will in- 
crease in violence until the arrival 
of the statesmen Sunday, when it 
will be fought out on the soil of 
Geneva. The league spokesmen are 
confident that the very gravity of 
the dispute will force the diplomats 
to reach a compromise or cigree- 
mel 

This rosy prediction is based 
on two considerations—first, that 
failure to reach an accord would 
strike a terrific blow at the con- 
ciliatory spirit for European recon- 
struction created by the Locarno 
agreements, and, second, that this 
agreement possibly would be a 
disastrous blow at the league itself, 
which no statesman would take the 
responsibility of delivering. 

‘The belief is growing in Geneva 
that Poland is unlikely to obtain a 
parmenee’ seat next week. It is

Paris, March 1 (By A. P.).—The 
debate on the Locarno security 
treaty furnished the chamber of 
deputies today with fireworks and 
strong words both for and against 
ratification of the pact, without, 
however, bringing the subject to a 
final vote. 

Louis Marin, known for his hec- 
tic outburts, quizzed Premier 
Briand about mysterious negotia- 
tions carried on by Russia in which 
Great Britain was interested just 
before the Locarno conference. M. 
Briand. while admitting the exist- 
ence of such negotiations, failed to 
reveal their nature and purpose. 

But he did say that if France 
had not signed the Locarno security 
pact and arbitration treaties she 
would one day have found herself 
isolated in the face of an alliance 
between soviet Russia and Ger- 
many. 

,.M. Marin objected to«ratification 
of the security pact on the ground 
that it would place France at the 
mercy of Great Britain, which, he 
asserted, henceforth would be the 
arbitrator of her destinies as far 
as European politics were con- 
cerned. 

Various speakers praised Premier 
Briand and former Premier Herriot 
and other partisans of the security 
pact, while former Premier Poin- 
care was criticized on acocunt of 
the Ruhr occupation and his un- 
bending attitude toward Germany.

Alcohol Control Bureau 
Here to Employ 600 Men 


New York, March 1 By A. P.).— 
John A. Foster, recently appointed 
to take charge of the supervision 
of the alcohol industry throughout 
the country, said today that he 
plans a sweeping cut in the output 
of alcohol manufactured under gov- 
ernment permit. It is his aim, he 
said, to reduce the present output 
from 86,000,000 gallons to 2,000,- 
000 a year. 

Mr. Foster said he would con- 
tinue his policy, adopted several 
months ago, of revoking the permits 
of manufacturers whose alcohol was 
shown to have been diverted into 
illegitimate channels. He plans to 
leave for ‘Washington in two or 
three days to take charge of his new 
work. 

Restriction of permits for the 
manufacture of industrial alcohol 
was started by Mr. Foster while 
he was. prohibition administrator 
for this district. Last month he 
rejected applications of thirteen of 
the fifteen alcohol denaturing plants 
in his jurisdiction, At that time 
he said that 98 per cent of the 
alcoho] withdrawn from bond under 
Federal permits went to bootleg- 
gcrs. 

Mr. Foster announced that a 
special alcohol division would be 
established with headquarters in 
Washington and with a staff of be- 
tween 500 and 600 picked men. In 
each city, he said, one man will be 
placed in charge of this special 
branch of prohibition enforcement. 
The forces headed by -these men 
will be known as -‘‘alcoho!l squads.”’ 
He announced that Maj. J. M. 
Coward would supervise this branch 
of the work in Philadelphia.

The exemptions under the reve- 
nue act of 1926 are $1,500 for sin- 
gle persons and $3,500 for married 
persons living together and heads 
of families. In addition a $400 
credit is allowed for each person 
depending upon and receiving his 
chief support from the taxpayer, if 
such person is under 18 years of 
age or incapable of self-support be- 
cause mentally or physically defec- 
tive.

come in excess of the personal ex- 
emptions, credit for dependents. 
&c.; 3 per cent on the next $4,000 
‘and 5 per cent on the balauce 
Under the preceding act the nor- 
mal tax rate was 2 per cent on the 
first $5,000 of net income above 
the exemptions and credits; 4 per 
cent on the next $4,000 and 6 per 
cent on the remaining net income. 

All net income up to $5,000 is 
considered ‘‘earned net income.” 
On this amount the taxpayer is en- 
titled to a credit of 25 per cent of 
the amount of the tax.

a tax of $52.50. His actual tax is 
$39.37. From his net income of 
$5,000 he is allowed a personal ex- 
emption of $1,500; the tax of 1% 
per cent on the remaining $3,600 
is $52.50. One-fourth of this 
amount, or $13.13, may be de- 
ducted. 
For the purpose of computing 
this credit, in no case is the earned 
net income considered to be in ex- 
cess of $20,000.

teen years, Mr. Davis said. 


The attention of the appellate|'‘ 


court was called to the fact that 
the Mr. McDonald is still a young 
man and it is impossible to tell how 
many more children his wife will 
bear him and hence, if the para- 
graphs objected to are declared 
valid, he may be dead when his 
youngest child reaches the age of 
30, as it is possible that, the young- 
est child has not yet been born. The 
objectionable paragraphs also vio-| 
late the code with regard to per- 
petuities, Mr. Davis said, as they 
tie up the estate for more than 21 
years after the life of persons now 
alive. 

No matter how the paragraphs 
are construed, Mr. McDonald and 
his children will obtain the residue 
of the estate, but as the will now 
stands, the court was informed, it 
will be a long time before the es- 
tate is closed. 

Mr. Davis asked the court to de- 
clare that the paragraphs dealing 
with children who may be born to 
Mr. McDonald and his wife apply 
only to the two children who were 
born and not to any who might be 
born. The second child was born 
after the death of the elder Mc- 
Donald. His widow is now the 
Marchioness of Huntley of Aber- 
deen, Scotland.

ELORIDGE HAD NO FUNDS 
FOR REISSUING PERMIT 


12,000 Licenses, Marked as | 


Expiring This Month, 
Must Be Renewed. 


CONGRESS AID IS SOUGHT 


While Director M. O. Eldridge is 
urging Congress to amend the traf- 
fic act so as to relieve him of re- 
issuing the more than 100,000 out- 
standing automobile drivers’ per- 
mits March 31, as the present act 
requires, it developed yesterday 
that as to 12,000 of the permits, 
the director is in a dilemma. He is 
required by law to reissue that num- 
ber of permits, no matter wheth- 
er or not Congress enacts the re- 
quested amendment and he has no 
funds with which to pay for the 
work. 

The permits in question are the 
new ones issued since the traffic 
act took effect last spring. Since 
they were issued under the act pro- 
viding that all operators’ permits 
must expire March 31 this year 
and new ones be issued, the direc- 
tor had to make them subject to 
that condition. On their faces, these 
new permits bear a legend stating 
that they expire March 31, 1926. 

Not only is it unlawful far them 
to constitute permission to drive a 
car after that date, but due to the 
way they are printed, even if Con- 
gress specificaNy eoxtended their 
period of validity, holders of them 
would be subject to embarragsment 
in nearby States, 
show them after this month.

power to extend the validity of the 
permits. The only aid they seem to 
be able to extend Mr. Eldridge is 
use of their emergency fund to pay 
for the reissue of the 12,000 cards 
until a deficiency appropriation can 
be obtained from Congress. 

The traffic director not only 
lacks money to pay for the work, 
but he lacks machinery or a plan 
for doing the work as quickly as 
the contingency will arise.

Washington had the opportunity 
to hear for the first time last night 
at the new auditorium the London 
String Quartet now on tour in this 


country. The quartet was presented 
as a part of the Wolfsobn series of 
concerts under the local manage- 
ment of the Peggy Albion bureau. 

Much interest was manifested in 
the ‘“‘Fairy Suite,’’ “The Pixy Ring,” 
by H. Waldo Warner, the quartet’s 
viola player. 

The suite has many sound musi- 
cal qualities and much delicacy of 
expression and haunting beauty of 
phrasing. It is ideally suited to 
chamber music. It is divided into 
five movements. The opening move- 
ment, ‘‘Moonbeams,’”’ andantino, 
was a bit of imagery bringing into 
play finished execution, unity of 
spirit, and genuine devotion to the 
intention of the composer. A novelty 
was displayed in the second move- 
ment, ‘‘Toad Stools,’’ in which tke 
grotesque was emphasized, while 
light as fairy chimes were the 
measures of the third movement 
“Tinkling Blue Bells.’’ The “Ring 
Dance,”’ with which the suite was 
concluded was fascinating in its 
merry rhythm. 

Haydn’s “Emperor quartet,” 
always a favorite with string groups 
was played by the musicians, who 
brought out the fine tonal balance 
and sensitiveness of the composi- 
tion. 

The program was concluded with 
a masterly rendition of Dvorak’s 
quartet in F, commonly known as 
the ‘“‘Negro quartet.’’ The playing 
of this number displayed the ability 
of the group as first class solo 
artists. 

The quartet consisted of the fol- 
lowing members: James Levey, first 
violin; Thomas Peter, second violin; 
H. Waldo Warner, viola, and C. 
Warwick Evans, cello. 

Among the several encores of the 
evening were the ‘‘Andante Canta- 
bile’’ by Tschaikowsky, in which 
muted strings were effectively used, 
and a nocturne by Borodin. 


Coast Guard Service 
Hazards Increasing 


Coast guard work is becoming 
increasingly hazardous, figures 
made public yesterday at service 
headquarters. reveal.

Eva Le Gallienne as Hilda Wen- 
gal, the temptress, who succeeds in 
spurring on Halvard Solness, the 
master builder, in an attempt to 
climb the top of the tower, brings 
to the stage a character sketch 
clear-tut and charming as a cameo. 
Those who recall her interpretation 
of Julie, in Molnar’s - comedy, 
“Lilliom,’’ and her Princess Alex- 
andra in “‘The Swan,’’ will scarcely 
recognize the bobbed-haired, high- 
booted, knickered young roustabout 


(masquerading as Hilda. Yet, there 
'is—naturally—a hint of the little

By placing his climax within a

Eva Le Gallienne and her asso- 
ciates have here suceceded in doing 
something worthy of their calling.

It may 
come back to the vigor of young 
life with such efforts as this—Ibsen 
straight from the shoulder.
